The Speaker presented a memorial from the 
U tah Assembly asking Congress to suspend 
action upon U tah affairs until a committee cf 
investigation examines the facts and lays a 
tangible f juud&tion for national proceedii gs. 
Referred. 
Pacheco introduced a bill to repeal the land 
grand made to the A tlantic and Pacific R ail­ 
road Company as to lands in California. 
Rosecrans introduced a bill grantirg certain 
right of way to the San Francisco and Ocean 
Shore Railroad Company. 
Belmont, member of the Commi'.tee on 
Fi reign Affairs, asked leave to offer a resolu­ 
tion calling on the Secretary of State for in­ 
formation as to w hat compensation has been 
paid, or is to be paid, by the State D epart­ 
m ent to Trescott as Envoy to tho South 
American Governments ; also, out of what 
appropriation he had been, or is to be paid ; 
also, by what law he would be appointed, or 
had been employed, at tl.e State Departm ent 
at any tim e since M arch 4. 1877, r.nd what 
compensation had been paid him since that 
time. 
W illiams of Wisconsin, Chairm an of the 
same committee, objected. 
B utterw orth reported the army appropria­ 
tion bill, appropriating S'2!t,293 382, to the 
Committee of the Whole. 
Bills were introduced and referred : 
By 
D unn—To supply rations, etc., for tho suffer­ 
ers from the overflow of 
the Mississippi 
river; al.o, for the repair of 1< vees ; also, to 
autfcoxize females to enter public lands. 
The Senate bill was taken up to pnnish 
polygamy, on which, on the 8:h of March, a 
point of order had been made by Converse of 
Ohio th at it m ust receive its first eonsidera- 
tion in Committee of the W hole, as ¡3 pro­ 
vided for an appropriation. 
Converse called attention to the fact th at 
the bill provided for the appointm ent of five 
Commissioner* at a salaiy «f S3 000 each, and 
cited precedent* iu support of hi* point. 
Haskell contented that the precedents cited 
were not applicable. 
There was not a line in 
the bill which required an appropriation from 
the public treasury, or attached any liability 
to the Government for the payment of the-e 
Commissioners. 
I t merely proposed to locate 
an election system in U tah, and the Terri-, 
torial laws provided th at every election officer 
should be allowed a fair compensation. There 
Commissioners, therefore, would be paid out 
of the Territorial fund. 
They would not be 
Federal officers in any sense. 
Springer asked Haskell who was to pay 
these Commissioners. 
Haskell replied that the Legislative Assem­ 
bly would provide for their pay. 
Springer—B ut there is no Legislative A s­ 
sembly in U tah. 
I t is abolished by this bill. 
H askell—Than there is no provision for 
their payment, and they cannot look to the 
U nited States for payment until they are 
adopted as Federal officers. 
The Speaker asked if the point of sr.’tr 
was to the provision in the bill abolishing the 
Legislative Assembly. 
Springer—The Legislative Assembly has 
adjourned w ithout day, and there is a provi­ 
sion th at there shall be no Legislative Assem­ 
bly under the prevision of the bill. 
Robinson contetdsd th at the tjffiucrs pro­ 
vided wcuid, according to every interpreta­ 
tion of the law, be paid out of the same fund 
and same treasury *s the officers whoso place* 
they would fill, and whose duties they would 
perform. 
Carlyle—Who pays the salaries of Gov­ 
ernor and Secretary of the Territory? 
Robinson—T hat h is nothing to do with it. 
Carlyle—W ho | ays ths salaries of the elec­ 
tion officers in th:» til: ? 
Robeson—They are not yet appointed ; but 
when we p3*s this bill we, the Legislature of 
th at Territory, will appoint, aud acting as 
th at Legislature will make their charge on 
the Territorial treasury. 
. 
Townsend of Illi.o ls denied that the Demo­ 
cratic side fought the anti-polygamy bill un­ 
der cover. 
H e did not know a single mem­ 
ber who was not ready to demonstrate his 
opposition to polygamy. 
H e appealed to h¡3 
Democratic friends to authorize the with­ 
drawal of the point of order if the gentlemen 
on the other side would allow a full and free 
discussion and opportunity to amend the bill. 
Some doubt its wisdom. 
He was ready to 
vote for it as a step in the right direction. 
Springer, in supporting the point of order, 
declared th at the ofcjact of !he Democratic 
side was not diiectly to oppose the bill, but 
consider it as other bills were considered 
under the rules of the House, and it would 
then be found th at Democrats would be as 
ready as the Republicans to pass siriugeDt 
measures. 
Randall asked th at a reasonable tim e— 
about two hours—be allowed for discussion, 
aud the bill ba opened for am endm ent; but 
he was interrupted by cries of “ Regular 
order ” from the Republican side, which were 
repeated from the D em rcratic side, when 
Haskell attem pted to state the reason which 
impelled him to ask for the immediate pas­ 
sage of the bill. 
A motion to adjourn having been defeated, 
Robeson withdrew his motion for acallc f the 
House. 
An attem pt was then made to arrivs at. 
some compromise, but the Democrats insisted 
u¡>on being perm itted to i tier amendments, 
and Haskell stated his determination to have 
the bill passed w ithout amendment, knowing 
as he did th at the enemies of the bill had 
been lurking around the lobbies begging for 
an opportunity to have amendments adopted. 
No eati-factory arrangement was airived 
at, and Springer moved to refer the bill to 
the Judiciary Committee, which was lost— 
ayes 74, noes 9o. 
Then followed another roll-call on a mo'ion 
to adjourn, which was again defeated, Cas­ 
sidy of Nevada being the only Democrat who 
voted with the Republicans, as on every mo­ 
tion. 
The question recuried on seconding the de­ 
mand for the previous question, and no quo­ 
rum voted. 
A call of the House was ordered, but ou 
motion of Hsskell, further proceedings in the 
calling were dispensed with, and the House 
took a recess till 11:30 A M. to-morrow, when 
the bill will retain its present position.

TEE "MACHINE" IN ViRGINIA. 
A correspondent of the Nation gives a 
very unsatisfactory account of Virginia 
politics. He says that since the Readjust- 
era obtained full control of the State gov­ 
ernment they have been managing every­ 
thing on the most rigorous “ machine’ 
principles. Not content with employing 
the official guillotine in connection with 
political offices, they have extended its 
operation so as to take in even Presidents 
and Professors of Colleges, and the medical 
superintendents of hospitals and insane 
asylums. They have literally packed the 
State judiciary, and as they have in their 
own ranks no men of any prominence in 
intellectual pursuits, many if not all of 
their judicial appointments luve been out­ 
rageously bad. In one instance a man waB 
nominated for a J udgcship who was actually 
shown to have been a horsc-thief. In that 
case the proof of his previous occupation 
wa3 made so clear that the Ueadjustcrs 
were compelled to drop him ; but the 
Judge whom they proceeded to appoint 
turned out to be an ignorant man, who hid 
never opened a law book in his life. 
The policy of the Readjustee, evidently, 
is to get the State so completely into 
their own hands that it will be posriblo to 
dragoon all elements of opposition. Every 
office-holder, no matter in what position, 
who is not willing to adopt the shameful 
repudiation programme, is instantly turned 
out. Under this policy the educational 
institutions of the .Skate, as well as al! the 
others, are falling iuto the i anda of men 
who are not only Aicompetent, but avow­ 
edly and boldly dishonest. It has in fact 
become necessary in Virginia for every 
office-holder to acknowledge himself a 
rogue, and the defense of honesty deetroys 
tho defender's political aspirations. This 
is what Mahoneism has already done for 
\ irginia. This is the policy which the 
Republican manager» indorsed for the sake 
of winning Southern votes. Every fresh 
development in that disgraceful compact 
proves more clearly that those who have 
thus sown the wind will have to reap the 
whirlwind, and that the Mahone bargain 
will turn out to be tho most disastrous 
piece of criminal folly its ratitieis ever 
foisted upon an indignant and reluctant 
p « ky *

SKOB-LOFF AND THE CZAR. 
The Czar ha9 given Skobcloff a good 
scolding, and has caused the reproaches he 
addressed to him to he widely circulated 
through the continental press. General 
fikobeioff has expressed contrition, and 
there, for the time, the matter ends. But 
skeptical observers will none the less con­ 
tinue to believe that Ignatuff aud Skobeloff 
understand one another very well, aud 
that the Czar is no; and never has be«i, 
hrlf as angry at the truculent utterances 
of his General as he pre ends to be. It 
remains to be seen what is done with tho 
ostensible offender, and it also remains to 
be seen whather the Czar really means to 
keep the peace. He has now satisfied 
himself that the Russian people would ap. 
prove a war with Germany or Austria, or 
both. If, however, he thinks it possible 
to make his preparations in Buch a way as 
to choose his own time for commencing 
hostilities, he is reckoning without Moltke 
and Bismarck, who arc not apt to let them­ 
selves be i utmaneuvered in a case of this 
kind, 
I 


The efforts which are being made to 
e'.ucidato tine Gar field-Itosec race dispute ! 
have thus far only tended to obscure it 
still further, aud so full of contradictious 
is the whole affair that it is difficult to 
decide who is being attacked, aud who 
defended. The controversy arose out of an 
expression in Blaine’s eulogy, to the effect 
that there had been dissensions in the 
Army of the Cumberland when General 
Garfield was Chief of Staff to Rosecrans. 
This statement offended llosecrans, who 
denied it, saying that if anything of the 
kind had occurred he would probably have 
known of it. At this point the New York 
Sun priuted what purported to be a letter 
written by Garfield to Judge Chase iu 
ISO!, iu which an unfavorable opinion of 
General Roeeerans and his campaign wa3 
expressed. -Thereupon the friends of Gar­ 
field assert that an attempt Í3 being made 
to injure his memory, and they forthwith 
proceed (1) to question the genuineness of 
the letter; (2) to show that Garfield on 
many occasions spoke very highly of 
Roaecr.aas; 
(3) to demonstrate the 
justness of the criticism contained 
in the letter. It would appear from this 
that Rresident Garfield’s friends had not 
made up their minds as to what they de­ 
sired to effect, for it is clear that the things 
they have set themselves to do are calcu­ 
lated to involve the whole subject in hope­ 
less confusion. It is obviously necessary 
iu the first place to determine the genuine­ 
ness of the letter, for if it is a forgery no 
further need for argument will exist. But 
should it prove to be genuine, the case as­ 
sumes a much more difficult aspect, for 
then it will require to be explained how it 
happened that Garfield both approved and 
censured Rosecran3. As regards the fact 
of his approval, it cannot be doubted, for 
already a speech of his in Congress has been 
quoted, wherein he defended General Rose- 
crans for his course at the battle of Chicka- 
mauga, and demanded that his name 
should he inserted in a resolution of 
thanks to the Union Generals then under 
debate. 
It is also on record that Garfield many 
times exhibited the warmest friendship to 
his old commander, even endeavoring at 
the Baltimore Convention to secure for 
him the nomination for Vice-President. In 
the face of euch facts it is impossible to 
perceive how his friends can solve the 
present problem by denouncing Rosecrans, 
and by demonstrating his incapacity. The 
only effect of such a demonstration would 
be to show that Garfield had conceived an 
erroneous estimate of the abilities of 
Rosecrans, and had in fact sought to falsify 
history for his special benefit. The cir­ 
cumstance that on one occasion he wrote 
a letter in which he took a more sober 
and rational view of the operations of the 
Army of the Cumberland, could not affect 
the many instances in which he, publicly 
as well as privately, adopted an entirely 
opposite theory. At present the friends 
of Garfield are concentrating their fire 
upon General Rosecrans with much effect. 
They have in fact gone far towards 
proving that whoever rated him high a9 a 
commander must have judged ill of his 
capacity. They have shown from the 
records that at Chickamauga he himself 
was convinced he had lo3t the battle; 
that because of this conviction he refused 
to succor Thomas, who was holding out 
with 25,000 men against the whole rebel 
army, three times his force; that he 
actually sent a dispatch to Washington 
announcing the total rout of his arm y; 
that fort]-eight hours later he expressed 
the opinion that it would be impossible to 
hold Chattanooga ; that in short he had, 
to put the case plainly, “ lost his grip.” 
This is made out so clearly as to leave 
little opening for rebuttal testimony, but 
the peculiarity of the case is that to crush 
Rosecrans is not to vindicate Garfield ; aud 
this, singularly enough, is just what the 
friends of the latter do not appear to com­ 
prehend. They declare that this is a ma­ 
lignant an ! deliberate movement to blacken 
his memory. That is strong language, but 
it would be entirely justified by proof 
that the letter attributed to him was 
forged. Lacking that proof, however, such 
language is not justified, for if the letter is 
genuine, and if its tendency is to call in 
question the sincerity of the writer, that 
effect can only be ascribed to his own 
action. On the supposition of the gen­ 
uineness of the letter, the position of Gen. 
eral Garfield’s defenders would seem to be 
that it is in some way libelous to publish 
the correspondence of a dead man, if that 
correspondence tends to diminish the pub­ 
lic esteem for him or to threw suspicion 
upon his candor or integrity. 
This is 
strange reasoning. It is reasoning which 
cannot be seriously upheld. If Garfield 
during his life acted a double part at any­ 
time, he did wrong ; and though it cer­ 
tainly is not a friendly act to t-xposo the 
duplicity, tho responsibility for the wrong 
oaunot be shifted from the perpetrator to 
the exposer of it. 
When a man takes two diametrically 
opposite views of a case, he cannot be 
right in both. Now either Garfield be­ 
lieved in Rosecrans, or he did not believe 
in him. His speech in Congress justifies 
the conclusion that he did believe in him, 
and that was a public expression. The 
letter attributed to him looks as though he 
did not believe iu him, and it is impossible 
to find any explanation for such a letter 
which is compatible with a retention of 
complete faith in the writer's integrity. 
But even if the letter can be shown to be 
a forgery, the fact still remains that Gar­ 
field defended Rosecrans in Congress ; and 
if Rosecrans is the incapable Garfield’s 
friends now assert him to have bocn, we 
have here a demonstration which militates 
seriously against Garfield’s judgment. 
Thu* the case resolves itself at last into 
the following embarrassment : If General 
Garfield did write the letter, ke was guilty 
of a gross act of duplicity; if he did not 
write the letter, he committed a very grave 
error of judgment. In either event we 
cmuot see that his friends are doing his 
memory any good by the purposeless and 
hiind manner in which they are cutting 
right aud left in this controversy. 


FRANK PIXLEY AS A CORRESPONDENT. 
Hr. Frank Rixley is at present corre­ 
sponding with his paper, the Argonaut, 
from Washington. His letters are gener­ 
ally veiy readable, though he appears to 
be more careful about the strength than 
the accuracy of his statements. Under 
the date of March 2d, however, he has 
written a criticism of Senator Hoar’s 
speech on the Chinese question, which is 
characterized by some of the xvorst faults 
of the Uast reputable of correspondents. 
Mr. Hoar had made a speech against the 
anti-Chinese bill. It was certainly not a 
very able one, and perhaps it is true that 
Mr. Hoar is not a very able man. But he 
la l a perfect right to hia opinions, and it 
cannot be forgotten that his opinions on 
this tubject are also those of a very large 
proportion of the American people. Yet 
because he did not satisfy Frank Pixley 
the latter attacks him with the moEt vul­ 


gar and in fait bmtr.1 personal abuse. He 
eays : “ Mr. Hoar is au uumtercsiing 
“ little old gentleman with a bald head 
“ fringed with gray hair. Oa his soft, 
“ silly, smirkiDg, florid face there lingers 
“ a chronic smile which in social and 
“ friendly converse Í3 simply idiotic, and 
“ w hen directed to any Senator who in 
‘‘debate differs from him, bears as con- 
“ temptuous an expression as his feeble 
“ features are able to convey. His voice 
“ is weak and monotonous. When he 
“ talks he teeters on his toes,” etc. 
Now 
we 
wish 
to 
observe 
that 
this 
kind 
of 
attack 
is 
not 
only vulgar but pointless. It is in effect 
a return to that barbarism which in un­ 
trained intelligences meets arguments with 
brickbats. And it is open to the obvious 
criticism that if Mr. Hoar had been 
on the other side, he would have appeared 
a very respectable and altogether praise­ 
worthy person to this correspondent. A 
writer who ridicules the person of a 
speaker who espouses a distasteful cause, 
is tolerably certain to fall into the converse 
of that blunder in the case of speakers 
who accord with his own views. 
Mr. 
Pixley candidly confesses that his rancor 
against Hoar was caused by the fact that 
the latter quoted him (Pixley) on the Chi 
nese question. We admit that this was an 
error of judgment on the part of the 
Massachusetts Senator, but we do not un­ 
derstand why Mr. Pixley himself should 
have been so annoyed by the circumstance. 
Even this, however, could not excuse, 
much les3 justify, the gross personality of 
his remarks. Mr. Hoar’s bald head, his 
gray hair, his smile, his manners, his gest­ 
ures, had nothing whatever to do with the 
matter of his argument.

Newhall, who died this morning cf erysipelas, 
had been in feeble health for some time past, 
and had of late spent considerable time cn 
his Southern California ranch, at Newhall, 
Los Angeles county, in hopes of beinfe thus 
restored to health. It is said that he never 
fully recovered from the effects cf a sunstroke 
which he received while attending the Trien­ 
nial Conclave of Kuights Templar, of which 
body he was a member, at Chicago, in 1880. 
Dsceased was a nativo of Sau’uq Mass., and 
was born May 23, 1825. He began life as a 
ship’s boy, but after making a voyage to the 
East Indies and back, drifted into an auction- 
house in Philadelphia, where he served an 
apprenticeship. From Pniladelphia he went 
to Nashville, Tenn , where he conducted 
tho business of auctioneer until the gold 
excitement of 1S49. He arrived in this 
city on the fith of July, 1850, and immedi­ 
ately started in (ho auction bnsinees on 
Jackson Btreet with A. I. Hall, under the 
firm name of Newhall & Hall, which sub­ 
sequently change! to Newhall, Gregoiy & 
Co., then Newhall, Gregory & Claghorn, then 
H. 51. Newhall k Co. On ti e 1st of Janu­ 
ary, 1S81, deceased retired from the firm in 
favor of his sons, Henry G. aud Ed. W., 
associated with P. Van Pel’, under the firm 
name of Newhall’s Sons & Cmt Deceased 
was one-third owner of the original San Jose 
and San F rancisco Railroad, and it was due 
largely to his energy and perseverance that 
it was extended to Gilroy. The road was 
subsequently sold to the Southern Pacific 
Railroad Company. He was an owner of a 
large onautity of land in Southern Califor­ 
nia. He was twice married and leaves five 
sons. He was a member of Oriental Lodge, 
No. 144, F. and A. M„ and of California 
Commandery, Knights Templar. The funeral 
will take place from the family residence on 
Van Ness avenue Wednesday.

ISSUES. 


Same T houghts About To-day’s Election 
and Its Possible R esults 


A city election occurs to-day. 
A fair and 
candid consideration of the real issues that 
underlie the contest should engage attention. 
I t is a square and undisguised struggle for 
ascenlaaty between the 
Republican and 
Democratic partus, as they are represented 
ia this city. 
All disaffection in the ranks, 
therefore, should disappear when political 
enemies are face to face ou the battlefield. 
The political significance of to-day's elec 
tion is far greater than a casual glance wiil 
disclose. 
The head of the Board of C’ity 
Trustees is a Democrat. 
Associated with 
him officially are two Ripublicans. 
One cf 
these is retired by to-day’s vote. 
To-day’s 
election, therefore, will determine whether 
the m ajority of the Board shall became Dem­ 
ocratic or remain R publican. If M r. G uttm - 
bergtr is elected, he and the M ayor will con­ 
stitute a Democratic m ajority. 
W hile M ayor 
Brown Í3 as fair-minded a man as could be 
selected from his party, yet if the Board be­ 
comes Democratic he will occupy a new rela­ 
tion, and there will be brought to bear upon 
him a pressure from his own party th at few 
men could resist. 
W hatever party patron­ 
age can do, therefore, for the advancement of 
the ends uf the p aity will, it is perfectly fair 
to assume, be done by the m ajority for its 
own party. 
The State is approaching elections of vital 
importance to it, when State and county offi­ 
cers will be chosen, as well as representatives 
of the people in the Congress of the nation. 
Ia Sacramento, and to-day, the first engage­ 
ment of the impending battle is to take place; 
and it is a part of it, as m u;h so as any other 
part of it can be, as it is to test the question 
whether the Republican party will retain 
control of the municipal government, or, in 
this first brush of the political battle, yield it 
to its enemy. 
The Democrats have already one Trustee, 
who is at the head of the city government. 
He belongs to a well-known, skillful and 
influential political family. I t is well known, 
too, and it is therefore legitimate to refer to 
it here, th at W. B. C. Brown, the brother of 
the Mayor, is a prominent Democratic can­ 
didate for Governor. 
U nder such circum­ 
stances nor.-partisau action on the part of 
the M ayor it is not fair to expect. 
W ith a 
Democratic Chief of Police, and a Democratic 
Board of Trustees, and a Democratic Police 
Judge, it is certain th at whatever advantage 
resides in th at situation is to bs availed of to 
further their party ascendancy. 
B ut Mayor 
Br wn, as a m inority member of the Beard 
of Trustees, is a very different person fr >m 
M ayor Brown of the majority, because of the 
new relation, and the pressure that will be 
brought to bear on him in the first instance. 
To the candid and thoughtful voter to-day 
it will occur th at the Police D epartm ent cf 
Sacramento is now controlled by a Board of 
Police 
Commissioners, 
consisting of the 
Mayor, Chief of Police and the Police Jndge. 
The M ayor and Police Judge are now dem o­ 
crats. 
The election of a Democratic Chief of 
Police places the police departm ent wholly 
under Democratic control, and carries with 
it all th at is thereby imulied—its influence 
and patronage for the furtherance of the 
party ambition, and thus touches directly and 
immediately the State aud 
Congressional 
elections now approaching. 
W hatever of policy the people may find 
fault with in the c induct of the police de­ 
partm ent toward any special vice, as gam­ 
bling, houses of prostitution, etc., it should 
be remembered that the departm ent ia under 
the legislative aud adm inistrative control of 
the Commissioners, who direct the same, and 
not the Chief of Police. W henever the moral 
sentiment of the community demands th at 
the power of th at departm ent shall be di­ 
rected against any special evil, it is certain 
that the executive head of the departm ent, 
who to-day bids for te election, will be found 
as efficient and prom pt aa cfficeras any Dem­ 
ocrat who can be named. 
As to the irritation within the lines of the 
Republican party, consequent upon the late 
abnormal situation in one voting precinct a t a 
primary, it is well to remember th at Messrs. 
Kareher, Anderson, Griffitts and Jackson r • 
ceived the m ajority support of their party 
independent of the vote of the First W ard, 
ar.a the only change th at the vote of that 
ward could make in t.ho result, was as to the 
nominee for Third Trustee. 
So the great 
body of the Republican party expressed its 
preference for the ticket as now made. 
I t is 
apparent, then, th at as to the great body of 
the ticket, no reasonable dissatisfaction cao 
exist. 
So far as the Republican nominees for 
Chief of Police and City A ttorney are con­ 
cerned, they are experienced and tried men. 
The public know what they will do. 
As to 
the other gentleman on the th k et, they are 
well known businessmen of established repu 
tation, and the public bas a right to expect 
th at they can and will discharge the dutieB < f 
the effi res to which they aspire with fidelity 
and to the greatest a Wantage to the city. 
£>Local municipal issues generally relate to 
the levee system and the treatm ent of the 
public revenue. 
On these to day there exists 
no special issue for settlem ent justifying par­ 
tisans ia abandoning their party. 
There are, 
in fact, no local municipal issues underlying 
to-day’s election—it is a simple struggle for 
political advantage, for on all other questions 
all the candidates would pledge, and have 
pledged themselves to the san e ,;eai, a1 line 
of policy—in fact are a unit in opinion on 
those m atters. 
. 
On the whole, then, there is no good reason 
why all the Republican candidates should not 
receive the support of all the adherents of the 
party, and all who detire to see its ascend­ 
ancy in State and national politics m ain­ 
tained.

SUNDAY LAW. 
Dr. McDonald, President of the Home 
Protection-Society at San Francisco, says 
it will join with the Ministerial tFnion at 
an early day, and with other favoring or­ 
ganizations, and call on the authorities to 
enforce the Sunday law. If the Chief of 
Police refuses to issue a general order to 
have the law enforced, without having a 
special warrant for every arrest, legal pro­ 
ceedings will be instituted to oust him for 
neglect of duty ; while in the case of a 
public officer neglecting to obey the order, 
charges will be preferred before the Com­ 
mission for his dimissal. He says that he 
and his adherents are aware that the 
League of Freedom and its supporters will 
clog the administration of justice in the 
two Police Courts by demanding jury trials. 
If they did he could not foretell the result. 
He has no doubt that the Sunday law will 
become an important, if not the most im­ 
portant, factor in the next political can­ 
vass, and before the Legislature. There­ 
fore, and in view of the determined oppo­ 
sition of the League of Freedom, he and 
his co laborers count upon the law and or­ 
der abiding citizens to drop all political, 
religious and minor differences, and unite 
in one common effort to sustain the law, or 
make others in order to have it carried out. 
The League of Freedom men say that 
they are determined to oppose the Sunday 
law to the bitter end aud openly avow their 
purpose. It is understood that the Chief 
of Police will not make arrests save upon 
warrants, and the liquor men vow that 
each will demand a jury trial. They re­ 
call the attempted enforcement of the cubic 
air ordinance and the Sunday law some 
eight years ago. They still claim that the 
law is partial and unfair, because there is 
nothing to prevent the hotel or restaurant- 
keeper from selling as much liquor as he 
.chooses on a Sunday, and they say that 
the distinction between drinking whisky 
in a hotel or drug store on a Sunday and 
in a bar-room is too tine.
